Rabbi's  Desk 


What  is  Conservative  Halacha? 


Tlhe  Conservative  movement  believes  that 
Jewish  law  is  binding,  on  individuals 
and  on  communities,  and  that  this  is  the 
way  to  ensure  Jewish  commitment  and  conti¬ 
nuity,  uphold  our  covenant  with  God,  and 
increase  holiness  in  our  lives. 

While  the  overwhelming  majority  of  Con¬ 
servative  halacha  (law)  is  identical  with  the 
Orthodox,  there  are  several  differences  in  the 
overall  approach.  Six  trends  appear  in  recent 
Conservative  tshuvot  (responsa). 

1.  Changes  are  not  made  for  the  sake  of 
change,  but  only  in  response  to  an 
urgent  or  acute  problem  (i.e.,  includ¬ 
ing  women  in  a  minyan  because  of  the 
offense  to  human  dignity  when  we  are 
excluded).

2.  When  a  strict  and  a  lenient  precedent 
exist,  the  lenient  one  is  often  chosen 
(i.e.,  the  possibility  of  nullifying  a  mar¬ 
riage  when  a  husband  refuses  to  give 
a  get,  thereby  freeing  the  woman  to 
remarry). 

3.  It  is  not  only  permissible  but  also  desir¬ 
able  to  use  scientific  and  archaeologi¬ 
cal  evidence  to  research  a  particular 
problem  (i.e.,  researching  the  potential 
moral  problems  with  genetic  engineer¬ 
ing). 

4.  The  Shulchan  Aruch,  published  in 
1565,  is  not  the  last  word  in  Jewish 
law.  Earlier  sources  such  as  the 
Jerusalem  and  Babylonian  Talmud,  or 
later  rabbinic  views  can  be  applied 


when  necessary  (i.e.,  bringing  a  Torah 
to  a  house  of  mourning  for  a  one-time 
reading). 

5.  Halachic  pluralism.  The  same  answer 
may  not  fit  everyone  (i.e.,  most  termi¬ 
nal  patients  should  be  told  the  truth;  a 
minority  of  patients  prefer  not  to 
know.  Full  Torah  reading  is  preferable; 
triennial  cycle  can  be  used). 

6.  The  moral  and  ethical  mitzvot  are 
stressed  just  as  much  as  the  ritual  ones 
(i.e.,  concepts  like  “keep  far  from  false¬ 
hood,”  “honor  they  father  and  thy 
mother,”  and  “show  deference  to  the 
elderly”  enter  religious  dialogue  on  a 
regular  basis).
